Chamber of Commerce Is Needed Now 


(AN EDITORIAL) 
Now that Palm Springs is an incorporated city, 
the Chamber of Commerce is needed here as much 
as ever. 
There are many important matters started 
by the Chamber, which only this organization can 
complete. 
The Chamber hould serve as a clearing house of 
public opinion, and for this reason its membership 
should include all Palm Springs property owners re­ 
siding in every section of the city. 
Their problems 
thus can be brought before the Chamber, and after 
reaching a decision they can go before tlie City Coun­ 
cil with a united front. 
The city council invites such cooperation. 
We 
have seven good councilmen who want to know 
just what the citizens expect of them. 
They must 
operate 
the city government practically without 
funds until'they receive their first tax money in July, 
1939. 
In the meantime, the Chamber of Commerce 
must still pay the cost of many things that must be 
done if we are to have the kind of a city that the 
people of Palm Springs and the visitors desire. 
The Chamber of Commerce has accomplished 
much in the past, but has even a greater task before 
it. We obtained our high school largely through the 
efforts of our high school committee. 
The airport, 
fire department and equipment, police department, 
road improvements, the sanitary district, all 
came 
about largely through cooperation of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 
The development of Palm Springs depends 
a 
great deal upon proper regulation of the Indian res­ 
ervation, which surrounds us 011 all sides. 
The city 
council has no jurisdiction over Indian lands, there­ 
fore the duty of protecting the investments of the 
white residents in Palm Springs will continue to fall 
to the Chamber of Commerce. 
If this organization 
did nothing more than to represent citizens in mat­ 
ters pertaining to the Indian reservation, it would be 
worth all it costs to be a member. 
It is the desire of the directorate to have more
